Mr. (leorge Kerb, of Spokane t''alls, has 
just arrived iroiii Ivootenay lake, and fur- 
nishes Tui; Colonist with tho following 
inlercatiiig information concerning tho 
Warm Springs and Nelson mining ciuiips ; 

Of the interior ilistricts of liritish Colum- 
bia there is none which, at present, attracts 
the attention so much as what is known as 
tile Kooleiiay iiiiiiiog country. .Such atten- 
tion is centred ou two camiia known as 
Warm .Springs {also called Aiiisworth) and 
Nelson. At tho former place particularly a 
season of mining activity is in eight, such ns 
has never been seen in any quartz camp in 
theprovinoe. Every indication points that 
it will make another Leadville or Butte. 
The testimony of miners and mining 
engineers is unanimims in the. declaration 
that ut \A'arin .Springs there is as much 
mineral as in Butte, Montana, and all that 
is neeiled to place tho district in the front 
rank of ore producers is transportation and 
a little money for development work.

If any clerk or employee is employed u 
greater number of hours per day tuna eight 
houm, he shall be puid extra for the iiimt, 
in proportion to bis salary. The bill »p- 
propriatea money necessary for the enforce- 
ment of these provisions. The bill passed 
committee uuaninaously, members resarvint; 
the right, however, to oppose it in the

The Mine Horror. 

DuNiiAn, Pa., June 17. — Mine Inspector 
Bliek, of tlic Pittiiburj; iHstiict, and Itivaiis, 
of Johnstown, arrived Iiltc early this morn- 
ing. They wont direct to tlie siiuue of the 
horror, where tlicy were joined by Inspector 
Keighly, of this district. Tlie three, accom- 
panied by several mine .luperiMtendfiils, lire 
bosses and a number of experienced miners 
from various part.s of the region, uciil into 
the Mahoning mines witli a view to cutting 
througli to the scene of the (explosion. 
Every man was carefully examined hy the 
othcial inspectors before they were alloneil 
to join lilt p:irty. No one wlio had touchuj 
intoxicants the night l)efore was allowed to 
enter the mine. No married men were ac- 
cepted, and all went prepared to meet even 
death. It is a desperate case, and desperate 
methods arc being employed to get at the 
entombed miners in the quickest possible 
way. The talent and skill of the entire 
region are now directing their efforts at 
rescue, and together are managing to the 
minutest detail the work of penetrating 
the burning pit from the nsar- 
est point in the Mahoning mines, 
and arranging to force the fire from its 
present scut by a large fan, now being 
erectsd at the mouth of the Ferguson works. 
The men in the Mahoning works are, at ten 
o'clock to-night, about 75 feet from what is 
considered we shortest way into the ill- 
fated mine. There is no hope of finding any 
of the men alive.

BY-LAW, 

To pnivido for tho maintenance and care of 
PuLilic Parka, .Squares and Grounds. 



T)E IT ENACTED, BY THE MAYOR AND 
Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria, as follows :— 

(I.) The Park Committee shall have tho care 
and cuatody of all tho public timuircs, jiarks 
and urounda belonging lo the city, .subject to 
all Huch by-laws aa may from time to time bo 
pas.scd by the aaid Council. 

(2.) It shall bo lawful for any polico ofHcer, 
constable, caretaker, or other person dolj 
authorized by tlio mayor or any alderman of 
tho said city, to exclude from the said publio 
squares, parks and Rroundfi, oU drunken or 
filthy porsons, vagrants and notoriously bad 
characters, and to remove therefrom any poison 
who la violating any by-l,iwof the City Council, 
oriscommittint; "uy nuisance, or ia Kuilty ot 
any disorderly conduct tliorcin. 

(3.) No person sliall ride or drive any horse 
upon or through any of tho public squares, 
parks or public grounds, at any Immoderate 
rate, or so as to incommode or Intorforo with, 
or endanger other jiartiea frequenting tbo same. 

(t.) Xo person sliall riilu or drive any nnimnl 
or vehicle on any turf or green swnrd in any 
of tho parks or squares, nor in any part thereof 
other than in the roads set apart as carrioge 
drives. 

(5.) No person shall ho allowed to use the 
roada in any of tho said public squilres, ipaiks,.^ 
and grounds, for the purpose of. . teaming' dr^' 
carting heavy loads oyer, or upon the sanie. 

L) No person shall dig or carry away any of 
tho sward, gravel, earth, sand or turf In or 
from any part of the said publio squares, parks 
or grounds, except by permission of tho said 
Committee and for some public purpoac. 

(N'o person, ox'-ept by iiormisalon of the Com- 
niitti ■ fii ll climb, break, peel, cut, deface, 
remove, injure or destroy any of tho trees or 
shrubs, flower roots or grass now growing or 
being, or which shall hcreaftor be, planted in 
the said public tqnares, parks or grounds, or in 
any street or publio place within tho city. 

(S.) Xo person chall, except with Iho like per- 
nission aa aforoaaid, in any manner carry \ir 
:uifc to be carried into any of the said publio 
8C|iiares, parka or gronnda, any dead carcase, 
ordure, filth, dirt, atone, oranyofTonsivo matter 
or aubatanca wbatsoorer. and no person shall 
commit any nuisance in the said publio squorw, ' 
parks or grounds. 

(9.) No person shall shidce or otherwise cleaitm ' 
any carpet in any ot the public squares, parks 
or grounds of the city. 

(10.) No owner or keeper of any horec, grazing 
cattle or awii.e, shall suircr the same to go at 
laiKC. or to feed ujion any of jllio said publio 
S(|uarc9, parka or grounds, and anj- horao, cattle 
or swine found at largo therein shall bo Im- ' 
pound''d and detained by any of tho pound- 
koepc- of the city until payment ot tbo sum 
provided in the present or in any future pound 
by law, together with the cost« and charges of 
impounding and kee|)ins the .same. 

(11.) Xo person fIihII lire oil' or disi'bargo any 
gun or other fnwling-pieco, or Iti u-anns upon 
any of the said public squares, parks or 
Ki'ounds, or oU'or for salo, or sell therein, any 
liroworka ot any kind, or sot Are to or lot off 
the same, without the permission of tho said 
Committee. 

(12.) Xo person shall expose for salo hi any of 
the said public squares, parks or grounds, re- 
froshmci.l.aof any kind, without tho permission 
of Iho said Committee. 

(13.) No person shall expose in any publio 
square, park or grounds of .tho city, anytaUo 
or device of any,kind whatsoever, upon or by 
which any game of hazard or chance <»n be 
played, and no person shall play at any such 
tablo or device, or at cards or any unlawful 
giimo in any of the said public squares, parks- 
or grounds. 

(U.) No person shall walk on the grass or 
sward of any such walks or parks when the 
samo is unfit to walk upon, and when properly 
pioliibitcd so to do by any person in authority. 

(iri.) No person shall be allowed to drive or 
ride into any part of the said public iquaros,, 
parka or grounds, it prohibited so to do by any 
poison in authority when tho ground is unfit 
for riding or driving tlioroon. 

(10.) No person shall break or Injure any of 
the gales, locks, bolts or fences, or any of tho 
seals or benches for llio accoiiiiiiadation of tho 
publie, or any ot her of Uio eity i^-opcrly, 

(17.1 Xo person shall allow any dog In his 
cualo-ly for tho time being to enter any of the 
lakes ot any of tho public aquarca, parks oc' 
grounds or on any of tho flower hods or gardens, 
nor shall any person be allowed to throw or 
deposit any stone, stick, earth or other rubbish 
in any of the lakca in any of tho public aquaros, 
parka or grounds. 

This By-law may bo cited as the " Park By- 
law. IMO," ,

The Standard of Monilily Among the Uiiper 

CIllBSCS iB KatlUT liUW. 

Lucy Hooper's Letter in m Louis I'ost-Diapatch 
Theto has always been prevalent a con- 
viction that a higher stiiudard of morality 
is common in the higher classea of British 
society than is to hn luuud in odrri'spoiid- 
ing circles in Coutinoiitiil Eiiroi)o. Tliig 
is altogathor ;i inistiike. lii thu early days 
of Qucon Victoria's reign, when the court 
was ijresided. over by a young woman of 
tho severest, virtue, matters were veiy 
ditlerent. Tlie soiled doves existed theu 
as MOW, and iis they always will exist, but 
not in large lunnljers, and they wore not 
perniitted to llutter their .sullied wings in 
the guarded pvecinc'.a where royaby Bat 
in state. We or they or .somebody have 
changed all this. ilank ami fasliiou can 
do as they like. 1 can mention, for in- 
stance, a beautiful and titled English- 
woman, one of the recognized Ic-aders of 
London society, who in the mother of a 
child that cannot well be accounted for 
by any complication of her cunjugal ai-- 
rungoments. Yet her social po-sitinn re- 
mntns unquestioned and mia.s.sailable. 
There is another well-known woman of 
high rank whose intrigues liave been 
numberless and flagrant, and who is so- 
cially none tho winso fur her countless 
escapades. But it is of no use multiplying 
instances, for the list might be extended 
indelinitely. Only, if any one who knew 
the inside iiistory of the iMiglish nobility 
were to go carefully through that pon- 
drou.s volume, the liritish peerage, atni 't- 
ating the pages as he read, the result 
W )idd finuish .some remaiKably spicj' 
reading. 

The comparative and praiseworthy jnu-- 
ity of English morahs, as contrastoti with 
those of tho French, lies in tho outward 
cleanliness of thiiir hterature and art. 
The ncn els and plays, the prints and the 
j)ho:<igr.ipl!.s,and the columns of tho daily 
I'apcru .'U'e wholly free from indetviroii;,- 
nuHS, nnli 'iudui'il ilio del.iils of .smiie 
peculiarly .son.sat ioual divorce cusc disliL;- 
uros tile latter. For your I'.rii i.sh moral- 
ist does not disdain to wiUe verj- nasty 
things, if only they bo true, on such oc- 
casions. The publication for instance, of 
the Colin Campbell divorce suit wnuld 
have been as im|)ossiblo for tho French 
j)apera as would that of Zolii's novel, "La 
Torre," iu an iinuKjditied form, for tin; 
English ones. l!ut what i.s the ntie of 
Iceuiiing the Uritish yoinig person sUiclly 
secluded from all sight and knowledge of 
vice, if, ( n her introduction to society,. she 
finds herself fnce to face with vice itself, 
arrayedin velvet and diamoncis,atul smiled 
upon by .-dl that is most exclusive and 
sovere. A dir/.un immoral novels and a 
score of improper ]iictiires would hardly 
do that, typical personago'.s princi])les half 
as much harm as does the spectacle of a 
fair female siirner, conned and caressed 
in fashioiiablo society by just tho very in- 
dividuals wlnjse notice is considered host 
worth having. 

American society is far more particular 
in this respect, and hiiig may it remain 
so. lint tho power of thi> reigning anglo- 
uninia is very great, and under its intlu- 
oncu 801110 strange tliii.gs have already 
happened. That a handsome ux-m stress 
of t;he Prince of Wales did not meet with 
VrapturouB reception in New York society 



a few years ago was largely due to chance. 
Still, she was not received— to tho credit 
of our American hostesses bo it Siiid. 15ut 
British Peers, travelling with the wives of 
other men and leaving their own at home, 
or else the heroes of tho most hideous 
of European scnidals, have found groat 
social acceptation and lordly entertain- 
ment in our principal Auierican cities. 
May these instances i)rove isolated ones, 
and may the experiences ot the past teach 
our people a lesson for the future. 

A SMUGGLER CAPTUEISD. 

A Sloop Hauned by Japanese Seized In the 
Straits by Tl. S. Costoms Olttceia. 

Port Townsbnd, June 16. — ^Tied up 
along.side the sloop Annie at tho 

custom bouse wharf is a sloop of about 
four tons bunleii. She was towed into 
port last night by a custom house slooj), 
liaving boon captured in the Straits uf 
'leorgii! SiaHu'dny night. 

Tlio authorities have suspected for some 
time that a band of smugglers have been 
making Saturni Island, which is in British 
territory, their headquarters, and a sloop 
with inspectors on board has been out 
ever since the .")th instant watching for 
sus|)ects. Saturday night two shiops were 
sighted in thu straits, going in the direc- 
tion of tho United States. The Annie 
gave chase and brought the vessels to a 
standstill. Tho sloops were manned by 
Japanese, V ho offered no resistance. A. 
close search disclosed nothinc; of a contra- 
band nature, and one sloop was allowed 
to procued to Whatcom, where the .T.'ips 
said they were bmind, but the larger ves- 
sel was taken in 1(jw by the custunis 
ollicers. The vessel cajitured is owned by 
a colored man iiained King, who liveti in 
Whatcom, and who is known to be in 
league with the smugglers. 

King's vessels are unnamed and are 
engaged in snui^'gling into iiritish terri- 
tory eontrabaiul goods of all kinds. There 
are (lin'o olhcr vos.iols engaged in illegal 
operal ioiiH. 'I'hese v. sscls do I heir 
tr;ivcliiig liy night and are seldom seen 
in the daylight. A test case will be made 
to SCO if a vessel, even though under toii- 
ii.ago, can go into a foreign port without 
clearing at the custom house. 

Saturni island is a regular smugglers' 
rendczvuuR. I'eiiig so near to ISueiii is- 
land, which belongs to the I'nited .States, 
it is a favorite resort for violators of tho 
custom laws. Four white men are 
knowii to be interested in smuggling 
o])crationa, and their boats do work regu- 
l.-irly plying froui this side of lliu line to 
British territory. The iiicu, who are all 
known, are being closely w.vtched, and 
will be brought to justice sooner or later 
unless they abandon their illegal ])ur8uit.

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THU ELEOTION DEPOSIT, 

The Times considers Lt a great hanl- 
ship that cnndidatos for election to the 

Legislative Assembly bhould bo reiiuirod 
to deposit tho Hiiin of p200, iia a (juiiriintoo 
of i,'(iod f:utli, with the ( iovuriiineiu. 
Whom docs suoli a re^'ulation hurt / Nut 
tho candidiite wlio is broui^lit uut by any 
res])ectablo miudjer of olectiirs. If such 
a candidate has not tho uioiioy of his own 
and if he is really wanted in the district, 
his not having the money will bo 
no obstacle ia the way of his 
noDiinafcion. Tho sum can soon bo 
raised for him by those who wish 
him to represent tliem. liosidea, there 
are very few men in a position to can- 
didates wlio cannot raise so iiiuderato a 
sum as two hmidred dollars. ]>nt tlio 
re((uirt!nient uf a dupoHit uill i)i-uvfnt 
cranks and vindictive luuii noiiiiiiatiiii^ and 
demanding a poll. It uometimos lia[>pens 
that a vain creature, luinyorini; and thirst- 
ing after notoriety, gets nominated, al- 
though ho and every one else knows that 
he has not tho ghost of a chauco of being 
elected. Is a district to bo put to the 
trouble and expense of holdiiicj an elec- 
tion for tho sake of gratifying tho vunity 
of a miserable creature like that Then 
again, it has been known that men who 
were satisfied that they could not be 
elected, have jirocurcd nomiiiatiuns just 
to put candidates against whom they liad 
a spite, to trouble and oxpenae. W'o have 
heard of a tavern keeper i)aying a nnm 
to become a candidate in order that 
there should be an election and 
that tho boys should hnve some 
fun, and tliat he should bo able tu rake in 
a few dollars. Tho two luuidred dollars 
deposit very etrectually prevents these 
men from gettini; ii]) elections just to 
serve their own sellish ends. 

This precaution against straw candi- 
<datea being seb up has worked well in the 
Dominion. We have never heacd of a 
really worthy, man, irho had a bhance of 
being elected, being detierred from going 
to the pulls for want of the deposit money, 
and, no doubt, it h.ts kept many worth- 
losa men and some that were more than 
"half-cracked" fro niotl'eringtheiusolvcafor 
tho sufl'rages of the electors. We believe 
that the nienibors of the Legislature, 
when thoy see tho beneOciiil ufiocta that 
f<irow the rei|uLrenient of the ('lejjosit, 
will not try to have the deposit done 
away with, and we aro <.f opinion that 
sensiblo electors, when they have had 
time to think over the mutter, will look 
upon it as a proper safeguard against un- 
neceiwiiry and vexatious t-Iections. It 
mus; bu remembered thiit the deposit is 
not a tax. It is returned l>i the candi- 
date if he polls I'.alf as ii;:L;iy votes as the 
lowest S!.iccc;;:ifiil cindid:'.! e. 



GRANTS ARGUMENT. 

Mr. .lohn Grant, in his very peculiar 
stylo, again denies that it was the api)ro- 
priation of the rent of land without com- 
pensation that "to his mind suggested a 
fair and equitable basis of taxation." 

This statement was made by ISIr. Grant 
at the Workinnmen's meeting when 
speaking to the following resolution: 

"Hesolved, that we, a portion of the 
electors of the city uf Victoria, iu mass 
meotnig assembled, demand from those 
who seek our support, that they pledge 
themselves to use their influence i.\ .se- 

CUBINO MOISLATION BASED ON THE I'UIN- 
C Il'LES OP SINGLE-TAX AS SET FOETH IN 
THB WOEKS OF HbOTIY GeOROE." 

These are Mr. Grant's remarks, report- 
ed in the Times: 

"Ho liad listened to what had been 
said this evening with a great deal of sut- 
isfiietion. For his lovn ])ai t be liad t.;d;en 
the paper dealing witli this particular 
pririciple — single-tax— for sonii! years, 
and as far as the nudtiplieity of his duties 
would permit had endeav..red topost him- 
self concerning it. Tho princi[ile of 
single-tax to his mind suggested a fair 
and e(piitablL' liasis of taxation, and to 
briiii; it into practical use it would no 
doubt remove many of the existing abuses 
under the present system. " 

The reader will see that Mr. (irant oii- 
din-sed sin;,de tax "as set forth in the 
works of Henry (ieorge." This is the in- 
terpretation of single tax ns given by 
Henry George himself in his work, "The 
Laud Question:" 

"Any one can see that to tax the hind 
u|) to its full rental value ivould amount 
to precisely tho same thing as to formally 
take ijossession of it and then let it out 
to tho highest bidder." 

Every reader of Henry George's works 
knows that he scouts the idea of giving 
compensation to the owners of land. 



TJJJi OLD AND TUE MKW. 

We boar [)eoplo now and then exclaim- 
ing against universal suti'rago, and wish- 
ing that the ])r()perty (jualiticatioii was 
revived. We must admit that many go 
to the polls who do imt make an intelli- 
gent use of the fraucliiao. But was it 
ever any better ? When tho franchise 
was most restricted, did all the electors 
vote patriotically or intelligently ? Was 
not corruption rampant in those days ? 
Were not electors bought like sheep '/ 
The pocket boroughs wore not pure. 
Rich men and i)owerful men carried tho 
representation of count ea and l)oroughs 
iu tiieir breeches' [inekeLs, aud sent men 
to Parliament to represent, not the na- 
tion, but their jjarticular intorcHts. 

Are not tlie countries in which tho 
franchise has been extended bettor gov- 
erned than they were in the old days of 
property qualitication for both represen- 
tative and elector 1 Are nob the laws 
more just, and are not the affairs of tho 
country better administered 7 We feel 
theevilsand annoyances of our own times, 
and see the abuses that exist, but the bad 
government of the past is to us like a 
tale that has been told. Wo forget its 
ugly and its unpleasant features. We 
do not feel tho smart of its tyranny and its 
injustice; wo are not hurt by tlie abuses of 
half a century ago. But we believo that 
we would not now tolerate tho old slate 
of things when the govoriiing class was 
excoodmgly limited, and when the great 
majority of men had very little more to 
do with the governing of tho country 
than had the horses and the oxen. Be- 
sides, there is this consideration; de- 
mocracy is upon us. We cannot get rid 
of it if we would. We must therefcn o 
make the best of it. Aa we have to 
shoot Niagara wo must try to stoor our 
craft so as to avoid tlie rocks, and keep 
clear of tho whirlpools. 



SALISBURY AND STANLEY. 

Lord Salisbury and Mr. Stanley have 
come in collision. Mr. Stanlej' had 
freely criticized the peliey of the govern- 
ment in Eastern and Central Africa. it 
IS ipiite evident that these criticisuis iin- 
noyed tlie (lovcrinneut, for Ijurd Salis- 
bury availed himself of the opportunity 
afforded him by the Merchant Tayl rs' 
bancpiet to reply in tho caustic strain for 
which, in his earlier years, he was re- 
markable, to the strictures of tho great 
African explorer. He said : 

" Mr. iStaidey, who iu himself h<is bei ii 
said to identify Africa to the popular 
view, has warned you that 'ho British 
( Jovernment is doing ter ible things, it 
has surrendered vast forests and tremen- 
lious mountains and great kingdoms 
which he has oiiered the British public to 
accept (laughter), and he gives you my- 
sterious hints, that you may interfere ni 
time, or at all events if you do not inter- 
fere you may bu satislied to submit to tiis 
threat that tho company with which ho 
is coiuiected will ahandm Africa to its 
fate." (Laughter). 

After having ridiculed Mr. Stanley's 
revelations in this strain for some time 
longer, the I^reinier went on to say : 

"We have not surrendered anything 
for tho best reason in the world — wo have 
not come to any agreement at all. Such 
comnmnica ions as we have had with other 
governments have really been an ex- 
change of views. No kind of conclusion 
has been arrived at, and therefore, when 
you are told that anything has been sur- 
rendered or given up I exhor you to sus- 
pend your judgment until some facts 
inoro urgent than any such spontaneous 
revelations may appear in order to con- 
firm tho suggestion. " 

This speech did not utterly denioli.sh 
the intrepid traveller. Ho wrote a letter 
to the Time" hy way of rejoinder. In 
this letter it dues not appear that he took | 
back aii_)ihoi^ Llia lie liifcd .laid ai lii.s j 
speech before the Lond(jn Chamber of | 
Commerce, and lu! meets Lcjrd Salisbury's 
sarcasm by ironicvl touches ((iiite as tel- 
ling but a go(jd deal moi-e subtle. With 
regard to the concessions, he says : 

"(Jne of the most unreason ihle cou- 
eessiniis was that of K iliiiia-Njaro, dis- 
eovered by a Miis-sioiiary in Bnlisii piy: 
another was a tract of Masai Laud L'O.OtIO 
S(|uare miles in extent, which had lirst 
been explored l)y a British traveller; and 
a coast line 200 miles long along tho 
shores of the Victoria Nyanztt, which had 
been exfdored by a traveller in British 
employ, 'i'liei e w.as not the !;li'_;hi .-st 
w,arr,ant for any of these eoucessiniis, lin-- 
ther than an amiable desire to please tiie 
(•erinan Emperor. However, it was 
done, and we shall say no more about it." 

Ho goes on to say that these and other 
eoncessicjns wore made in complete dis- 
regard of tho interests of the E.ast .Afri- 
can C(jmpany, which, relying on the first 
arrangenu;nt which the liritish (ioveru- 
ment had made with (Jorin.any, had pro- 
cured a charter and exi)ended largo sums 
of money in the country. He says that 
ho is wholly disinterested in the matter, 
and that his friendly warning should nob 
offend either Lord Salisbury or the Ger- 
mans. Ho stoutly maintains the 
position he has taken and tells those in- 
terested in the British Kast African Com- 
pany that, if the demands of tho fierman 
C(j]oniaIs are granted, their sphere of in- 
fluence is absolutely valueless , He fells! 
them that tho expenditure of a quarter of 
a million will be a dead loss, and con- 
tinues: 

"1 say so boldly, and will maintain it, 
that tho precious chartoria so much waste 
paper or parchuient, aiul every man who 
has invested in the enterprise ia simply 
throwing Iii,'. money away, aud that it 
Would be far more ecouoinical to make a 
gift I f the whole ISri ish apluvo lo tin! 
< ieriuiin Comp.auy for the Engliuh, by 
so doing, might possibly obtain so many 
shillings for the |)ounds sterling thoy have 
been so credulously victimized of." 

Stanley's letter is a telling one, and wo 
do not think that Lord Salisbury gained 



a great deal by attacking liim oil his own 
ground.- We see bytthe telegrams of the 
17tli insb. , fchati'-ESigland has come to an 
agreement with Germany with respect to 
their respective spberos of influence ni 
Africa. It will bo interesting to know 
whether the concessions condemned by 
Stanley have been ooutirined by this 
agreement. So little is known about the 
[je.'graphy of Central Africa, that the 
description 'Contained in tho telegram 
gives the reader little or no help in aacor- 
toining the boundaries of the two 
"spheres." In general terms the 
Imperial British East African Onmpany'a 
territory extends from tho Coast to Lake 
Nyan/.a, and beyond it in a Northwesterly 
direction. It extends from the ecjuator 
to tho 4tli degree of aoutli latitude. Tlio 
coast line of theGerni.an sphere is from the 
4th to 11th degree of south latitude and 
it extends west fo' Lako Nyassa and Tan- 
ganyika and north to Lake Nyanza. 1 1 
is an immense extent of territory. In 
tho north it juts into the British sphere, 
and has a long liuo of coaat on Lake 
Nyanza, the concession of which by the 
British is oni' of the thin','a tli.at Stanley 
complains of. The K ili ui;i-Nj;iro is ;i 
motnitiiin sovitli of tho I'.acitio aidiere, not 
far from the boundarj' lino as it was last 
April. It is to be hoped that the settle- 
ment just made will prove permanent, 
and put an end. to tho disputes between 
Great Britain and Germany respecting 
their "spheres of influence. " 



THE QUEBEC ELECTIONS. 

The Quebec olootiona have turned out 
pretty much as we expected. Mr. 
Mercier, although his Government is not 
a good one, has been sustnined by an 
increased majority. The Kipial Rights 
agitation in (intario diil JL', Slereier's 
work for hiin. The Quebec Premier, 
if he ia not an able atatesmiin, is an 
astute politician. Ho eagerly seizes upon 
any circumstance, that is at all likely to 
strengthen bis position and increase bis 
influence. He is evur <ui the watch for 
l)olitical ca))ital. Ho (juickly turned the 
anti-.Jesuit agitation to his advantage. 
Every thing that was said in Ontario and 
Quebec iu favor of disallowing the 
Jesuits' Estate Act, every speech that 
was mado against t ho French schools iu 
Ontario, every article that was written in 
either ])roviiice against the Jtom.in 
Catholic clergy w;is used by bini .and his 
supporters t<i show the French t-'anadian 
electors that a niovoineiit was raised 
to put down their race and 
their rtdigion, and that he and 
his colleagues were their champions and 
protectors. Wliat did the electors of 
Quebec care for the political sins of the 
Mercier Gpvemment when they were led 
to believe that they were lighting for 
their race and thoir religion ? If tho 
Nationalist politicians were ten titnes as 
corrupt as they are believed to be, it 
would be f(dly to attempt to drive them 
from |)ower when once tho " Inibitauts " 
came to look upon them as the menwh" 
wore defonding them again.st the attacks 
of those who despised and hated them. 

There is no doubt every means, fur 
and unfair, was used to make the Quebec 
electors believe that they were feared and 
hated by the Protestant.s of Ontario, and 
that, if thoy did not stand up for their 
national and religioti.s rights, they would 
ba crushed. The injudicious speeches 
that were made aud the irritating articles 
that were written during the campaign 
iiiul tlip ,a;;it,ition that pretaidod it. as t!i(!y 
were re])resented to the J'"reiicli Canadian 
population of Quebec, produced the im- 
[)re3sion that they werd a persecuted 
peo[jle, and that thoir dearest rights were 
in danger. Believing this, and bi;- 
lieving that Mr. Morcior anil 
his friend.1 were fiLclitMig their 
battles for them, il is no wonder that 
thoy cast all purely politic.d consider.i- 
tions aside aiul returueil ium witii .-i 
sweeping majority. We k now, of eoin .se, 
that the iJimple,creiluloMs pi;(iplo were de- 
ceived, ;i:.d that tho I'loteslaiits of On- 
l.ariii have no desire wh;itevcr to de|)rive 
the Uonian Catholics of Quebec or any 
other province of any right or privilege 
which they themselves enjoy. But it 
was impossible to convince the Quebec 
electors who had read to them — not im- 
proved nor softened by trnnalation, no 
doubt— the worst parts of tlio worst 
s[ieeehe3 and artich^s published in the 
()iitari<i ami (,)iiel]ee iieivspapei-s. 

The return of the Miu-cier ( 1 oveninieut 
is a direct and iimnediiite eonaei|Uenco 
of tho Equal Rights agitation. This 
is not a good thing for Quebec, 
for recent revolAtions have shown 
that politics in that province areas cor- 
rupt as they can well he, but as long as 
the politicians have any pretext for 
making the French Canadians believe 
that tho Protes'ants of tho other ])ro- 
vinceb are tho enemies of their race and 
their religion, it is fdly to liope for re- 
form. Wo cannot seo that the H(pial 
Kiglifs agitation has done, or is likely to 
do, tho slightest good in Ontario, while 
it is only too evident that ib has done 
harm in Quebec and, we greatly fear, 
that we have not yet seen all the evil it 
is calculated to produce in that province. 
From a party point of view the harm 
that tlio agitation has done is incalculahio. 
The Conservative Party in Quebec is not 
only routed, but it is disorganized and 
disheartened. It will not readily re- 
cover from tho disaster of Tuesday, nnd 



it is hard to say what may be the ultl 
mate effects of Meroierism not only in 
Qiiebeo, biit iin the whole 'Dominion.

The Premier was entering I'urt Townseiid 
and jiaasing tlie slip at which the (iueeu had 
been docked, when the Alaskan steamer 
commeiii' d to back out, on her way to Vic- 
toria. A pilot was in charge of thoTrcmiei', 
and when he heard the two blasts of the 
Queen's whistle, he at once replied, and, 
followintr the regulations, took the outer 
course. The Queen instead of taking the 
inwiu'd, continued to draw back in such <> 
inanrier, that had nofc the Premier been put 
hard astern, she must have cut the Queen in 
two. As it was the G. P. N. boat was 
struck about twenty feet fi-orrr the bow, ami 
sever'al plates and timbers above tlie water' 
mark smashed. 

Both boats were stop])ed iit once, and it 
was found that little or no injni-y had been 
sustained by the excursion boat. Capt.

An Inimrnso AvalauchB Shakes an Idaho 
Valley and Fills It. 

Walla Walla, Juno 17. — A groat deal 
has been said in tho papers regarding an 
e.'irtluiuake in tho Seven IX-vils country, 
Idaho. Colunol F. J. Parker, wiio has 
recently returned from an extended [)ros- 
pecting trip to that country, throws lliu 
following light upon the subject. He 
■Bays that ho and Mr. J. B. Evans, who 
felt tho so-called eartlKjuake, wore com- 
ing down tho high mountains from thu 
mini s, and in order to make a cut ofl', 
sent their riding horses ahead with the 
^ck animals, and put right down tiie 
mountain to reajh Garnett creek. Upon 
arrival there the passage was obstructeil 
■by an immense moss of anow, and there 
•was nothing more than a tremendous 
avalanche which Idled tho gulch for over 
two miles, causing a trembling of tho 
earth v. hicli was felt for hve miles each 
way from the spot where it occurred. 
Parker descrilied the scone as terrilic and 
well worth seeing, for suow and trees 
•were piled up for forty or fifty feet. 
' Trees were torn up and swept down 
bodily for a long distance, and, had there 
been any houses there, they must have 
been destroyed witli ail thoir occupants, 
.lor nothing could havo saved them. 



QUEBEC BOODLEES. 

ItVby Contractor '>rtaelaD faid $10,000 to 
lotirnicdlate Facand. 

Late Eastern papers give further details 
of the proceedings before tho Commission 
appointed to inquire into the payment by 
Contractor Whelan of !?10,0U0 to Mr. 
Pacaud, with the oljject, as has be mi 
iillegeil, of the litter hnlnng the mumljers 
of tho provincial opposition to that ex- 
tent, in order that the ajipropriation for 
Whelau's claim against tlie gDvernment 
miirht 1)0 allowed to paeis the House of 
Assembly. Whelan described the opera- 
tion as like paying a little discount for 
ready cash. I'acauJ did not tell 
him tiiat the object w,is to buy out tlie 
opposition, and hia mind was i)erfectly 
clear as to tho object of tho money. Tlio 
statement that ho hatl given tiio money 
to pacify the opposition was false, and he 
declined to give the naiiio of tho pera(ni 
■w'ui told liim wTia^ tho money was for. 
That per.-;ou was friendly tii Imlh puliLieal 
parties, ljut ho would imt. give his iiaiiiu 
without antlujri?:aticin. i^lr. Pacaud nlsu 
refused to give tho name of the par y to 
whtnw lie had pa'd tho money wliieli ho 
admitted having received from Mr. 
Wnel.in. Mr. Israel Tarte. of Lo Can.i- 
<Uon, (,>iiidii'c, who iiad published a greau 
cPaloiiLh; , ; ;!ijoei , denied that ho had any 
kliov.dedge of ino iiayment of inoney 
to iniluenee members of (he legislature, 
and said that ho had not received any 
nioaoys for that purpose, Init ho refused 
to answer the (|uestion whether ho had 
rocoived any of the .$10,000 in (luestion. 
Mr. Whelan, being again placed on the 
Kland, said that there were yet due to liiiu 
§100.000 to $170,000. lie llieii decl.ired 
that he had been led to believe, and did 
believe, that unlo.ss he paid 810,01)0 to 
Mr. Pacaud that amount would liave 
Leon struck, out of tho estimates. It had 
been paid to Mr. Pacaud on his account 
by Mr. Lanneux. Being pressed for 
more specific information, tho threo wit- 
iiesses refused to answor, the result being 
hold that thoy were committed and the 
proceedings stayed, as reported in our 
«olumus. 



PACIFIC BAILKOAD MAGNATES. 

Hessrt. Van Home and Angnu Have Iicf t Mon- 
treal for the Pacific Coast. 

Yesterday a telegram was received an- 
nouncing that Mr. W. C. Van Homo, 
president, and Mr. R. B. Angus, one of 
the directors of tho Canadian Paeilie Rail- 
waj', would leave last night for tho Paci- 
fic Coast. Tliey areaccoiiiiianied by their 
respective suns and a large party of 
friends.

— The most ro- 
markablo field of racehorses that evor 
contested in one race near New Y'ork, 
and tho most remarkable crowd that over 
went out of New York to see such a race, 
met at the Shoupshead Bay track to-day 
to see tho suburban handicap. Fifty 
tliou.sand jiersons wore present. F our 
long liour.s before the races biigan and si.K 
hours before tho great race was to bo run 
oil' the crowd bog.nii to leave Now York. 
The sun kept out of sight, and so the 
crush, which would otherwise have been 
Bbifliiig, felt comfortable, and all these 
''thbiisands had come down to see one 
race. 

The suburban wss a mile and a quarter 
run. AVheii tho bugle was blown calliiis 
the horses to th-^ post Cassius was first 
to appear, with ■ dvator next and the 
others straggling in behind. At the 
parade in front of tho grand stund Salvii- 
tor held tho post, followed in this order : 
Stridoway, lirenzi, Montague, Long- 
street, Cassius, Tenny, Prince Royal and 
Racelaiid. 

After two breaks Caldwell flashed his 
red Hag and a mighty roar arose from the 
iinnionso throng as they caino bounding 
down past the stand. Caa.sius waa in 
front, and in the short distance had al- 
ready a lead of a length, Firenzi running 
second and therathera followed in close 
bunch. Going around the first turn 
Cassius still had a loixd of a length from 
Longstreot, who was a head before Strido- 
way, Fiiuiizi fourth, Piiiico lloyal fifth, 
Riicoland sixth and Montague last. 

Past the quarter they went at a territic 
pace, with Cassius increasing his lead 
steadily, while Longstreot kept second 
place from Stridoaway, who kept his hold 
m front of Salvator, with tho white and 
blue of Tenny way in tho rear. Garrison 
now began to move up with Tenny, and 
as the blue and wliito began to move 
through tho mass of other colors a great 
shout went up from the stand.

Now they were all ranged up for tho 
race home. Inch by inch Salvator 
crawltd upon the leading Cassius, Garri- 
son working desperately on Tenny, but 
the little horse could not gut up. Still 
Cassius holds his own.

. flHABCHiLIi AND COHIllBGIAL. 

There have boon no advances in hard- 
ware, which lias continued very steady. 
No advances have to bo recorded in 
metals. There is a scarcity of iron at 
the pointH of production and distribu- 
tion. Building hardware atuitinues to be 
in heavy demand. Agricultural impli- 
ments are moving in a very satisfactory 
manner. 

The trade m groceries has hem fairly 
active. Considerable dissatisfaction exists 
ever the conditkui of the sugar inarUet. 
The price in San Francisco has dropped 
one cent pur [jound; but on tho contrary it 
has advanced Jin this country, having been 
brought up by tho provisions of tho taritf, 
and the story goes that additional in- 
creases are by no means improbable. In 
tea there has been no chat\ge, dried fruits 
and spicus being in much the same con- 
dition. The aupi)ly of last year's dried 
fruit at San Francisco is reported to bo 
practically exhausted, and there is still a 
s])eculative iii(]uiry for tho now crtjp. 
Here canned tomatoes aro scarce and 
high, ruling from §1.70 (•> $1.75. Rice is 
advancing and the best .lapau rates at 
from 5^0 5ko. Coffee still continues an 
object of' much speculatius abroad. 
Green fruits of all kinds are becomin" 
more plentiful, and (piote apricots .'?1.75 ; 
peaches ."?L',l.',^i, plums S1.25. Oranges are 
getting til. tho end of their season 

Wool though not changrd is very firm, 
and wliilo stocks not b'sing heavy tho 
outlook fur farmers is encouraging. 

Meats are without material change, but 
prices aro firm, and titio .ilready noted 
good demand continues, Fat cattle .aro 
in good demand in California for Wash- 
iii;,'toii and Oregon, while umttou is 
scarcer, owing to the losses which 
have been sustained as well as the upper 
tendency of wool. In England, too, 
American steers run high. Locally, beef 
in quarters would bring 8c@I0c, and 
mutton 10c@I3c, by tho carcass. 

Hides aro dull, which is tl;e character- 
istic of tho outside markets almost ovory- 
where, ami of sheepskins much the same 
may be said. 

I'.iyments have not been anything to 
boast of recently in any department of 
business. At the banks money readily 
brings 8 to 10 according to name. 

The damp weather this season has had 
the effect of seriously prejudicing the dry 
goods business. A large (|uaiitity of 
suiinnor goods still occupy the merchants 
shelves, and in consequence there is no 
special disposition to lay in stocks. The 
British and Canadian markets are firm.
